Letter of Advice 


N this issue of THE BLOOD-HORSE there is in- 


cluded the text of a letter sent by the Mary 
land Racing Commission to each of the four 


major tracks in Maryland on the occasion of the 
commission's granting to the tracks the privilege 
of raising the mutuel take-out from 7!. to 815 
per cent. It is a letter so typical of racing in 
Maryland, so true to the standards of the sport 
in that State, revealing such cognizance of future 
probabilities, that it made us wonder if other rac- 
ing commissions keep in such close touch with 
the tracks under their control. If there are oth- 
ers, and if the methods of the tracks are any clue 
to the ideals of the commissions, then we propose 
the following as a hypothetical letter from the 
commission to the tracks: 


Dear Mr. Soandso: 

Your organization has been granted the privilege of 
conducting horse race meetings in this State. We want 
to cooperate with you to the end that your association 
and the State may collect as great a return as possible 
from the business, and we hope you will not consider 
us presumptuous if we offer a few items of advice based 
on experience and cold calculation. 

In the purchase of your grounds and the building of 
your plant we suggest that you patronize people of po- 
litical power as much as possible. You will find that 
your expenses will be much higher, but the money will 
be well spent, as you will gain valuable friends at court 
and will also be able to pay dividends on the basis of 
a high capital outlay. Remember also that the expense 
will not be yours, but will simply be passed along to 
the public. It is also advisable to accumulate quickly a 
reserve fund for political emergencies, as there are 
times when it seems better to avoid difficulty by direct 
payment than to attempt to win an argument through 
merit. 

In operating your plant, we suggest that you proceed 
on the assumption that the time will be short in which 
you may earn back your capital investment and profit. 
Ask for dates for long meetings, the length to be deter- 
mined according to your estimate of what the commu- 
nity can stand. If neighboring states attempt to chisel 
in on the best dates, we will bluff them off as much as 
possible. You will have noted the deplorable results in 
Maryland, where racing on the major tracks is limited 
to 100 days a year—-a policy which has opened the door 
for tracks in other states to get the gravy, as it were. 
By taking all you can in the first few years you shouid 
be able to make a neat profit in a short time, and then 
if racing happens to be voted out you will be in a 
position not to mind it. If the voters can be _ pre- 
vented for a good many years from outlawing pari- 
mutuel betting you will be able to continue your earn- 
ings without further risk. If these earnings happen 
to be large enough to embarrass the management it is 
a good idea to spend them on improvements, taking 
care that the improvements will be very apparent to 
the grandstand crowds. Raise purses only as a last 
resort, and never consider lowering the mutuel take- 
eut.

Don't spend a great deal of money on building your 
stables and keeping them up, as there are no betting 
windows in the stable area. 

There are also certain advantages in letting out the 
feed concession to someone you can trust to make the 
best of it, for horsemen spend quite a lot of money on 
feed for their horses, and one might as well take ad- 
vantage of the fact. A very ingenious arrangement has 
been worked out at one track, where the feed dealer is 
not granted a monopoly but is placed in charge of the 
stables. You can readily see the advantages of such an 
arrangement. 

By law you are entitled to take 10 per cent of every 
mutuel pool, plus the breakage to a dime. Now, of 
course. you could construe this to mean that the pay-off 
on a $2 bet should be pared down to an even dime, but 
the general practice is to assume that the pay-off on 
each dollar must be to the even dime. This not only 
avoids complications on $5 bets, but gives you more 
revenue, for which the ambiguity of lawmakers be 
praised. 

In the matter of spending money you will find that it 
is best to keep purses low. as large purses attract good 
horses, and good horses spoil one’s audience, worry 
one’s racing secretary, and cost an unconscionable 
amount of money. Low purses mean cheap horses and 
big fields, and big fields mean much betting. and much 
betting—well, you will understand what that means. 

As a relief to the slightly boring routine of claiming 
races you might possibly schedule a special race with a 
large purse, when the occasion arises. If the race hap- 
pens to be run, you will have a tremendous crowd and 
will actually make money, but if anything untoward 
transpires before the date fixed, the race can be can- 
celled without any expense to you, and you will receive 
the credit for good intentions. 

Another item of the same nature to which we should 
call your atteniion is in reference to your stakes condi- 
tions. In making up your stakes blanks, we suggest 
that you reserve the privilege of declaring off any stakes 
event which fails to fill with at least five entries through 
the secretary's office. This may inconvenience horse- 
men who have trained animals for the event and shipped 
them to your track, but surely no horseman would have 
you actually lose money on a race merely to avoid an 
inconvenience for him. (However, we suggest modera- 
tion in the matter of calling off stakes on the eve of 
running. The practice should not be repeated indefi- 
nitely, for some of those Kentucky boys are very un- 
reasonable when they get mad.) 

The favor of horsemen can be cultivated in less expen- 
sive wavs. For instance, if a committee waits upon you 
to ask for lower weights, grant them. They cost noth- 
ing. and there is no record that a committee of jockeys 
ever called upon anvone. If they want closed claiming, 
the commission will grant that. 

If in pursuance of these volicies your program be- 
comes so drab that the public will not pav admission 
charges, you can always give free tickets. This cheapens 
vour sport, according to some insignificant critics, but 
there is ample precedent for it, as churches offer free 
admission. make their collections later. 

If despite all these precautions it begins to appear 
that your profits may not be as large as desired, the 
first step is to reduce purses, and if that is not enough 
we will do our best to arrange an increase in the mu- 
tuel take-out.

ONDON, June 26.—A few days spent in Ire- 

land last week were in the nature of a bus- 
man’s holiday, for I visited the Turf headquarters 
in the Emerald Isle and saw the race for the 
Irish Derby over the fair Curragh course. Our 
stables were challenging for the £3,500 prize 
with the Epsom failures, Sir Abe Bailey’s Golden 
Sovereign and D. S. Kennedy’s Manorite, but the 
best they could do was to finish respectively sec- 
ond and third. The winner was D. Sullivan's 
nice brown colt Rosewell, a son of Orwell out of 
the Irish Cesarewitch winner, Bower of Roses. 
Rosewell started favorite at 2 to 1 in a field of 
nine, and well ridden by Mornington Wing, won 
easily by a couple of lengths from Weston’'s 
mount, Golden Sovereign, with Manorite three 
parts of a length away third. The going was 
soft—a mighty strange thing for me to see these 
days!—-and the time for the mile and a haif, 
2:431,, was slow. Mr. Sullivan, who is renowned 
as the breeder of Windsor Lad, Radiant, and 
other notable horses, did not breed Rosewell, but 
secured him as a yearling for 400 guineas. 
Rosewell did not run before this season, but had 
won his two races at The Curragh as a juvenile. 
I reckon him to be a fairly useful colt, the best 
son of Orwell I have seen to date. 


Union Jack 


N the home front, the week’s racing was in 

teresting without being vitally important 
We led off with poor fare at Folkestone, dis- 
tinguished by the fact that Gordon Richards rode 
five -vinners off the reel on Monday. Then New- 
castic claimed attention, the feature event of the 
three days’ fixture being the Northumberland 
Plate, a two-mile handicap worth £1,255 to the 
winning owner. In a field of 12, Lord Glanely’'s 
4-year-olad Naval Display, winner of the Rose- 
bery Memurial Handicap at Epsom, was a better 
favorite thai, the Ascot Stakes runner-up Celibate 
II. In one of the most stirring finishes seen this 
season, Neal Christey’s 4-year-old Union Jack, 
making his first appearance of the season, won 
by a head from Celibate II, with the grey French- 
brei Hurry de Savoie a similar distance away 
third and Faites Vos Jeux, virtually in line, 
fourth. Naval Display was fifth and then came 
Bultoi, Incantator, and Punch, the going being 
too firm for the last named to reveal his best 
racing form. 

Union Jevck is trained by Capt. Charles Elsey 
at Maiton ii Yorks, and was ridden by the crack 
Northern jockey, W. Nevett, so that the victory 
Was popuiar enough with the Newcastle locals. 
The colt is by Singapore out of Pin Curl, by Jun- 
ior, and at one time belonged to Lord Glanely. 
His lordship soid him as a 2-year-old for 470 
guineas. Mr. Christey, the present owner of the 
colt, does nct race on an extensive scale, but he 
has met with a good measure of success. Last

NEW HAMPSHIRE 


Rockingham Park 


N July 11 Rockingham Park at Salem, New 

Hampshire, opened for its first meeting, an 
18-day affair. It opened with the distinction, 
definitely unwished for, of being the only track 
in the United States which was paying off to the 
penny, a circumstance which will cut about 2 per 
cent from the pari-mutuel take-out. In Massa- 
chusetts, where half of the breaks go to the 
State, it was decided that odds should be com- 
puted to $1, and breakage taken at that point. 
In New Hampshire, the State gets none of the 
breakage, and the attorney general who made 
the ruling would like to be Governor. 

Feature of opening day at Rockingham Park 
was a $1,200 purse at 1 1-16 miles. Mrs. V. 
Wyse's Eastport finished first, was disqualified 
for crowding his field at the start. So the win- 
ner was Col. E. R. Bradley’s Bootless, a Black 
Toney gelding which was a 1-to-2 favorite. An 
allowance race for 2-year-olds, at five furlongs, 
was won by J. Watts’ Zacaweista filly Merry 
Gesture, on which Jockey L. Turner was getting 
his second victory of the day. 

Some reflection of a New England situation in 
which feed concessions are either wholly or vir- 
tually monopolies, by permission of the associa- 
tions, appeared in the name of the colt with 
which Mrs. M. T. Lewis won the second race. By 
Ha Ha out of Combination, he was named Feed- 
man. 


Breaks For Bettors 


Attorney General Thomas P. Cheney, of New 
Hampshire, at the request of the New Hampshire 
State Racing Commission, took under advisement 
the question of how breakage in that State 
should be interpreted. He gave as his opinion 
that before the track could deduct odd cents, the 
entire amount of the bet had to be computed. 
That is, if a horse paid $2.47 to $1, the track 
could not, as it has been doing, take the odd seven 
cents, pay $6.80 for a $2 ticket. Instead it must 
figure the $2 ticket worth $6.94, must take only 
the odd four cents. If the ticket is for $10, it 
will be worth $34.70, and there would conse- 
quently be no breakage. 

On July 9 Manager Lou Smith of Rockingham 
Park announced that there would be no breakage 
taken, that the track would pay to the penny. 
Said Mr. Smith: 

The New Hampshire Jockey Club has been advised 
that the breakage shall be confined to $2 bets. This 
ruling, if carried out, would penalize the 84 per cent 
of our patrons whose $2 bets amount to about 55 per 
cent of the money handled by the track. ... 

We are faced with the alternative of closing our 
track or giving up the entire breakage to avoid dis- 
criminating against the $2. bettor. We voluntarily 
choose to give up all the breakage rather than discrim- 
inate under this ruling... . 

Therefore we announce that at our summer meeting 
... ho breakage will be collected, and all bets will be 
paid to the exact penny. This, we believe, is contrary 
to the intent of the New Hampshire Legislature, as it 
is the custom of every pari-mutuel track in the country.

Bouquets 


OMETIMES this department suspects itself 
of a slightly acid point of view, and certainly 
it turns out more criticism than commendation. 
There is the sneaking suspicion that there is 
more necessity for criticism than commenda- 
tion, seeing that various racing organizations 
have hired hands to pat them on the back 
through publicity organizations, whereas to the 
best of my knowledge no such organization has 
so far engaged a critic. 
But leaving that aside, and crediting a broiling 
Kentucky sun for the softening influence, this 
week’s offering is made of posies only. 


Gold Coast 


HE purse minimum of $1,500, announced for 
the coming winter at Santa Anita Park is 
one of the best things that has happened to 
racing for some time. Of course the $10,000 
stakes are very well, too, and I’m glad to see 
them. But most horses are overnight horses, 
and most horsemen are overnight horsemen. 
Raise the rewards for these, and I believe you 
raise the quality of racing more immediately 
and more surely than by stakes increases. With 
a $1,500 purse minimum, a small stable has a 
chance to make its living without recourse to 
heavy betting, and all the evils to which heavy 
betting gives rise. It is a plain fact that at 
many tracks a stable which is winning its share 
of the races still may wind up at a loss. One 
of the best ways to raise the standards of 
honesty and integrity on the back stretch is to 
make honesty and integrity less expensive. 
Santa Anita also walked right in with one 
of this writer’s pet ideas when it announced a 
planned program of distance racing, with a 
$25,000 event at 115 miles as a climax. The 
meeting is long enough to be able to develop its 
own distance performers, has an ample reward 
for such developments. 


Fixtures For Horses 


P to this point the writer had always been 
able successfully to conceal his admiration 
for President George Bull, of Saratoga, but the 
pronunciamento of that gentleman on the War 
Admiral—-Seabiscuit situation as affecting Sara- 
toga has needed saying for some time. As Mr. 
Bull sees it, Saratoga has up a certain number 
of fixtures for which these two performers are 
eligible. Now if Messrs. George Conway and 
Tom Smith see fit to enter them overnight, all 
will be well. If they do not see fit, all is still 
well, and the fixtures will go on as they have 
been doing for some time, with fair success. 
Every special race this year has turned out 


to be grief. In fact races designed to attract 
specific horses. even when not special races, 
have failed uniformly in their objective. The 


Narragansett Special, for instance, has been a 
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good race all through its brief history, but the 
conditions which provided doubling the purse 
in the event that winners of the Derby, Preak- 
ness, Belmont, etc., were among the starters, 
have never beer fulfilled. For a considerable 
number of years, the Latonia Derby has of- 
fered a $5,000 bonus to the winner if he were 
also winner of the Kentucky Derby. If it has 
ever been collected, it wasn’t recorded. 

President Bull has the thing by the right 
handle. Fixtures, not specials, make and keep 
the tradition of racing. A sudden rush to 
capitalize on a few popular horses is not, in the 
long run, beneficial. 


Old Line 


RACKS in Maryland, taken by and large, 

have always been reasonably generous; per- 
haps I ought to say comparatively generous. 
Their purses and stakes, in comparison to their 
taxes and their pari-mutuel turnover, have been 
very good. So it is very good news that the 
State Racing Commission has allowed them an 


additional one per cent from the turnover. Ap- 
parently little or none of this additional reve- 
nue will find its way into dividends. A _ speci- 


fied sum will go to state agricultural projects 
to state fairs and breeders. By far the larger 
amount, however, will go into the tracks them- 
selves, into improvements which scarcity of 
funds have prevented, and into purses. Mary- 
land has had to fight much wealthier tracks 
for horses, and has done rather well at it. The 
additional one per cent will give them some 
much needed ammunition, and will give horse- 
men some much needed purse increases. And 
the additional one per cent continues only as 
long as the State Racing Commission is con- 
vinced that it is being used worthily. 


Ease After War 


HERE is a new deck, in addition to a new 
T deal, at Narragansett Park, which will open 
for business on August 1, without military en- 
cumbrances. The condition book for the first 
12 days is out, indicates a fine bit of discrimi- 
nation on the part of Racing Secretary Robert 
S. Shelly. Of the 96 races in the book, about 
two-thirds are claiming races. This in itself 
will be some relief to New England race-goers, 
who have been looking at, or away from, eight- 
race claiming cards. But the important part is 
that purses for claiming events are ranged from 
$1,000 to $1,300, according to the class of horses, 
their age, the distance they run. One of the 
crying injustices of claiming races, as usually 
run, is that a $1,000 horse can earn just as 
much, per race, as a $4,000 horse, and can get 
more races to run in. Of Narragansett Park’s 
65 claiming races, 28 are for horses running to 
be claimed for from $1,000 to $1,500. Eight are 
for $2,000 horses, 11 for $2,500 ones, and 18 for 
the higher class of platers, at prices of from 
$3,000 up. Twenty-two of the races are for 
more than the minimum purse. 

This isn’t perfect, but it represents two or 
three steps in the right direction. There are 
eight races exclusively for fillies, or fillies and 
mares, two of them stakes. It is a well bal- 
anced book, which is all the association can do, 
except try to hang on to it. 
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NEW YORK 
Empire City 


HE most important development at Empire 

City last week was the return of Stagehand 
to winning form, but there were a number of 
other interesting performances. Monday another 
pretender to 2-year-old honors emerged in Sage 
Stable’s Entracte, which won the East View 
Stakes. The same day Unfailing won the Ques- 
tionnaire Handicap from Esposa and others, 
though the 1 1-16 miles is a little below his best 
distance. Tuesday the best race, an allowance 
event for 3-year-olds, went to the Spanish Play 
colt Our Ketcham. The same day old Action, back 
in the claiming ranks, won for Mrs. E. D. Jacobs. 
Jockey Wayne D. Wright, who rode Action, rode 
the winner of the feature on Wednesday, the 5- 
year-old Man o’ War gelding Indomitable, from 
Henry Lustig’s Longchamps Farms. Friday the 
Wheatley Stable graduated the *Sir Gallahad III 
colt Gilded Knight, and Howe Stable won another 
maiden race with Lumiere, by Lucullite. 

The Saturday program had six non-claiming 
events. Hobson C. McGehee won the first event 
with his home-bred 3-year-old Purple King, by 
“Bright Knight. Falaise Stable took a race for 
maiden fillies with the first starter Red Eye, by 
Petee-Wrack. Clarence Buxton won a sprint for 
3-year-olds with Billy Van Nuys, a *Carlaris 
gelding. Louis Strube’s Rust, by *Spanish Prince 
II, took a sprint for older horses. Stagehand’s 
Empire City Handicap and a Class C event won 
by A. H. Waterman’s Reminiscent, by Chance 
Shot, completed the non-claiming races. Closing 
event, for $1,750 platers, was a 1!2-mile race, 
won by Mrs. E. D. Jacobs’ Mamas Choice, 6-year- 
old *Waygood mare. 


Stagehand Finds His Form 


Maxwell Howard's Stagehand moved East this 
year with the 3-year-old leadership, earned by 
five consecutive victories, including the Santa 
Anita Derby and Handicap. But a coughing spell 
kept him out of the early 3-year-old classics, his 
defeat behind The Chief and Lawrin just before 
the Kentucky Derby convincing Trainer Earl 
Sande that the *Sickle colt was not fit. He did 
not return to racing until June 18, and on that 
day and again on June 25 was beaten, The Chief 
winning both races. But Stagehand, under top 
weight of 124 pounds, was made favorite for the 
Empire City Handicap ($10,000 added, 3-year- 
olds, 14, miles), despite the fact that the dis- 
tance seemed a trifle short for him. 

Stagehand came through with a performance 
which took him again to 3-year-old leadership. 
He was off a characteristic last, with seven horses 
spread in front of him. Townsend B. Martin’s 
Galapas (106), a *Sir Gallahad III colt, made the 
early pace, closely pressed by Belair Stud’s Fight- 
ing Fox (120). As the field turned into the stretch 
Fighting Fox made his bid on the outside, took 
the lead. Stagehand had worked his way forward 
on the inside, was close to the leaders, but with 
several horses in front and outside of him, seemed 
to have little chance to get through. But as Fight- 
ing Fox took the lead, a hole opened between him 
and Galapas, and Jack Westrope drove Stage- 
hand for it. The *Sickle colt made a rush, got 
through, drew out to win by a neck. Fighting 
Fox was second, a half-length in front of Galapas, 
with Mrs. Parker Corning’s Thanksgiving (114) 
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fourth, a head farther back. In order followed 
Mythical King (118), Stormscud (117), Consul 
(106), and Gentle Savage (110). Time, :23%5, 
14745, 1.1255, 1:3825, 1:51 (equals track record), 
track fast. Stakes division, $9,450, $2,000, $1,000,

The lease, which was entered into in 
1934 and expires in 1949, is at terms of $12,000 
annually. 

No announcement was made as to the plans 
of the association if the lease is broken, but 
for nearly a year there have been rumors of a 
Detroit syndicate which was planning to build 
another track in that city. 


Counterfeits at Detroit 


On July 6, after the Detroit track had closed 
and the day’s tickets had been checked, it was 
discovered that counterfeit daily double tickets to 
the amount of $2,842.80 had been cashed success- 
fully. President Clarence E. Lehr said the imita- 
tions, presumably manufactured outside the track 
immediately after the windows opened, were ex- 
cellent ones, that they were the first that had 
been passed at Detroit.

Park is the second of the track’s $50,000 races, 
the Hollywood Gold Cup. With both Lawrin and 
Dauber removed from the field of competition, it 
seems probable that Seabiscuit will be an over- 
whelming favorite. Opposing him, in all prob- 
ability, will be about seven horses, Indian Broom, 
Whichcee, *Ligaroti, Star Shadow, Primulus, 
High Strike, No Dice, and *Frexo. 

The riding comeback of Silvio Coucci continues 
in spectacular fashion at tne Inglewood track. 
Saturday, July 2, Coucci won the first race and 
one other. July 4 he won the first race. July 5 he 
won the first, second, and third, two of the win- 
ners being maidens. First of them was Bing 
Crosby's Sweet Leilani, a Neddie filly named for 
a song in one of Crosby’s pictures. It was her 
tirst start, and she won by two lengths. Coucci 
also rode two winners on July 6, two more on 
July 7, three on July 8. 

Highest betting total at the track came July 
4, when $896,575 was wagered. Through the first 
19 days of the meeting, the total turnover was 
$9,149,191, a daily average of $481,536.

Handicap ($2,500 added, 3-year-olds and up, 
seven furlongs) at Hollywood Park July 2 attract- 
ed seven sprinters, with J. O. Long’s Faithful 
Maud (114), which has not been unplaced this 
year, a strong favorite.

Arcadian Purses 


It was Florida’s move on July 7, when the Los 
Angeles Racing Association announced a purse 
and stakes distribution never before equaled at 
a meeting of similar length. Minimum purses 
will be $1,500. There will be a race worth at least 
$2,000 each day. None of the 14 stakes will be 
worth less than $10,000 added. In all, purse dis- 
tribution will be above $900,000 for the 52-day 
meeting, a daily average of nearly $17,500. 

Perhaps taking a lesson from the tremendous 
popularity, last winter, of the staying plater Ma- 
licious, the track will lay additional stress on 
distance racing this year. Each week there will 
be two or more races at a distance of at least 
11, miles, and the last stakes of the meeting, the 
San Juan Capistrano Handicap, has been length- 
ened to 11. miles, has been raised to $25,000 
added, making it the richest race at the distance 
in America, except for the Belmont Stakes, ex- 
clusively for 3-year-olds—-and the added money 
will equal that of the Belmont Stakes.

Sgt. Byrne Retired 


OHN SIMONETTI'S Sgt. Byrne, a stakes win- 

ner for four successive seasons, arrives in 
Kentucky this week to be retired to the stud 
at the farm of Edwin K. Thomas in Bourbon 
County. The son of Stimulus out of the excel- 
lent producer Heloise, by Friar Rock, had made 
one start this year, but finished last and pulled 
up lame. At the Thomas farm he will join the 
stallions Flying Heels, Hi-Jack, and *Kiev. 

Sgt. Byrne, bred by Marshall Field, was sold 
as a yearling for $500, went to John Simonetti, 
a Long Island restaurateur for whom he won 
23 races and $33,185. He won stakes events at 
two, three, four, and five, including the East 
View Stakes, Remsen Handicap, and Interna- 
tional Speed Test Special Sweepstakes at two, 
Paumonok Handicap at three, John Hancock 
Handicap at four, and New Rochelle Handicap 
at five. 

Sgt. Byrne is a half-brother to the Futurity 
winner Tintagel and to the stakes winner Fran- 
cesco (see this issue). Heloise, his dam, won 
and is sister to the stakes winner Flat Iron and 
to Emotion, dam of High Strung. 


Dauber Is Sold 


On July 7 it was announced that E. E. Fogel- 
son, Texas oil man and owner of Thoroughbreds, 
had purchased the Preakness winner Dauber, 
bowed tendon and all, for a reported price of 
$40,000. The Foxcatcher Farms trainer, Rich- 
ard Handlen, closed the deal July 6, transferred 
Dauber to the Fogelson stable, which hitherto 
included only grey horses. It was understood 
that Dauber will be rested for several months, 
pointed for next winter’s Santa Anita Handicap. 

Trainer Handlen left for Chicago with the 
2-year-old filly Unerring, property of Woolford 
Farm and sister to Lawrin. 


Midkiff Leases Kingston Farm 


Allan C. Long, who recently accepted the man- 
agement of a racing stable and breeding farm 
to be established in California by Louis B. Mayer, 
this week subleased to Daniel B. Midkiff the 234- 
acre Kingston Farm, near Lexington, and made 
preparations to leave for California with his fam- 
ily within the next few days. Mr. Long will start 
the construction of improvements on the 600 acre 
ranch purchased by Mr. Mayer in the Santa 
Monica Valley, and expects to return East within 
a few weeks to attend the Saratoga sales.

Balko Goes Home 


The Baltimore Sun reported recently that Al- 
fred Vanderbilt's *Omer Khayyam stallion, Balko, 
had been shipped back to Sagamore Farm, where 
he will make the 1939 season. Balko stood last 
spring at E. K. Thomas’ Timberlawn Farm, near 
Paris, Ky., but, according to the Sun, “his ser- 
vices were not enthusiastically accepted in the 
Blue Grass country.” 
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MARYLAND 
One Per Cent Added 


HE Maryland State Racing Commission on 

July 5 approved a request from Maryland 
tracks to increase the tracks’ share of the pari- 
mutuel pools from 712 per cent to 8's per cent. 
This does not mean, however, an increased reve- 
nue to the track in the usual sense. Each track 
will contribute, from the additional one per cent, 
$1,000 annually to the Maryland Breeders Asso- 
ciation, $4,000 annually to the State fairs, and 
most of the remainder of the additional take-out 
is earmarked for purse increases and track im- 
provements. Last week, notifying the tracks 
of the increase in the take-out, the following 
letter was sent by the commission to each of the 
four major tracks:

Mr. Edward Burke, General Manager, 
Harford Agricultural and Breeders’ Association, 
40 Fifth Ave., 
New York, N. Y. 
Dear Mr. Burke: 


The Maryland Racing Commission has carefully con- 
sidered your petition for an increase in the charge im- 
posed by the mutuel department, the increase requested 
being one percent, making the total charge of eight and 
one-half percent, including the one percent paid to the 
State of Maryland as a tax. 

It is realized by the Commission that the charge in 
Maryland for this mutuel service is less as a rule than 
the charge imposed elsewhere, but we are very firmly 
of the opinion that an increase in the cost will be offset 
in some measure by a decrease in the business transact- 
ed through the mutuels. 

However, it is reasonably certain that an increase in 
percentage will provide some additional revenue to the 
tracks, even though the amount will not, in all prob- 
ability, be in proportion to the added charge. This in- 
crease in funds is desirable provided it is used in im- 
proving the quality of racing the tracks offer the pub- 
lic, and in improving facilities for the comfort and con- 
venience of the general public, the working force em- 
ployed on the tracks and the horsemen who contribute 
so much to the success of any meeting. 

Since the law leaves to the tracks all authority in 
respect to operations, confining the Commission to su- 
pervision, it may not be appropriate to the occasion to 
designate in detail the method by which horses of a 
calibre superior to the kind now racing here, may be 
induced to come to Marvland, but it can be said that 
the presence on Maryland tracks of a reasonable num- 
ber of horses varying in value from $3,500 to $7,500 
would open the way for carding manv more graded 
handicaps, something it is rather difficult to accomplish 
with horses of cheaper quality, but something the Com- 
mission has always favored. 

In the matter of improvements. much remains to be 
done in providing lighting and other conveniences for 
horsemen about the stables; and, generally, in doing 
manv of the things that the Commission has desired 
and in some instances asked to have done in the past. 
but the doing of which has been postponed because of 
the lack of available funds. 

The Commission has long desired the major tracks to 
contribute to the improvement of agriculture and animal 
industrv in Maryland by assisting the fairs in putting 
on exhibits that would meet with the approval of the 
various organizations interested in a variety of agricul- 
tural pursuits. Some years ago three of the tracks did 
make such a contribution but the Attorney General 
ruled at that time that money so distributed could not 
be charged off as an item of expense. It had to be in- 
cluded in the net revenue on which the tracks pay fif- 
teen percent. That situation continues. 

Through Legislation enacted in 1937, an effort was 
mace to establish the fairs on a different financial basis 
and to concentrate, generally, in having one major fair 
that would serve to put the agricultural pursuits in 
Marvland on a basis thev deserved. Lack of money in 
sufficient amounts remains a deterring influence. The 
Commission does not believe that the tracks are doing 
their full duty by the State in limiting their interest to 
racing. It is particularly desirous of having each track 
contribute $5.000 for general agricultural and breeding 
purposes. $4.000 of which shall be paid to the Maryland 
State Fair Board and $1.000 to the Maryland Horse 
Breeders’ Association, which is operating along lines 
helpful to racing. 
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The Commission refuses to consider favorably the in- 
crease in the mutuel charge as a method of providing 
means whereby any track may protect its present divi- 
dends or increase the amount paid to stockholders. This 
increased mutuel charge has been considered with the 
idea of providing money that can be used in improving 
the racing, in aiding agriculture and in providing a 


revenue for needed improvements, in some instances 
too long delayed. 
With this understanding—improved racing, needed 


plant improvements, and aid to agriculture—the Com- 
mission approves the petition as presented; that is, an 
increase of one percent by the mutuel department and 
the increase so authorized will be in effect beginning 
with the opening of the Harford Agricultural and 
Breeders’ Association, at Havre de Grace, on September 
16th, and to continue for such time as the Commission 
feels that the increase in revenue is being used in ac- 
cordance with the understanding herein outlined.

P. S. Since the benefits from the increased ‘“‘take” are 
available from the moment it is put in effect, the Com- 
mission sees no reason why steps should not be taken 
immediately to fulfill the conditions under which it is 
given.

Thistle Down 


LOUDY weather and a muddy track marred 

the opening of Thistle Down Park, at 
Cleveland, July 11. A $1,000 overnight handi- 
cap was to have been featured, but withdrawals 
caused it to be called off, and a claiming race, 
with 11 entries, substituted. 

Jockey S. Williams took riding honors with 
four winners, three of them favorites, but prob- 
ably was not half as pleased with his perform- 
ance as Apprentice William Cassity, who rode 
to the first win of his career on Darby Dan 
Farm’s Fair, a 3-year-old Thundering filly. Fair 
was at 22 to 1, led all the way, won by three 
lengths. Apprentice Cassity, 17 years old on 
July 10, is a son of Leonard Cassity, a nephew 
of Haivld Long, both former jockeys. Long, 
now trainer of the Darby Dan horses, holds his 
contract. 

Stewards at Thistle Down ruled, on July 11, 
that all horses at the track must be examined 
for periodic ophthalmia, and that no horse af- 
fected would be allowed to start until passed by 
the State veterinarian and the racing associa- 
tion, and until the owner presented a written 
guarantee assuming any liability for accidents 
caused by the horse. 
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DELAWARE 


Delaware Park 


HE 28-day meeting which has been in progress 

at Delaware Park closed July 9, with the Sus- 
sex Handicap, won by Marica in new record time, 
serving as the feature. The rest of the program 
was hardly up to the standard the track has been 
setting, as the other events were claiming affairs. 
Best of these was a six-furlong event won by I. 
Romm’s Idle Way, a *Waygood mare racing to 
be claimed for $3,750. Eddie Arcaro, who rode 
Idle Way, got a double by winning the seventh 
race with Voldear. 

The meeting was more successful than the in- 
augural one last year, as attendance and betting 
were both up. Exact figures are not available, 
but the proportion of increase may be judged by 
the fact that the State received $294,737 this year, 
as against $220,000 in 1937, when there were 24 
days of racing. This revenue is made up of 3 per 
cent of the pari-mutuel turnover, 80 cents on each 
admission. The pari-mutuel average last year was 
$262,500; this season it probably exceeded $300,- 
000 daily. 


Toolbox Canters 


Almost invincible through the field in recent 
seasons has been Richard K. Mellon's Toolbox 
(150), which was coupled with Mrs. J. C. Brady’s 
Crooning Water (156) for the Vicmead High- 
weight Steeplechase Handicap ($2,500 added, 4- 
year-olds and up, about three miles), an event 
in which “starters at a recognized hunt meeting 
in the United States which have won a steeple- 
chase, except $2,000 claiming or selling races, or 
one restricted to qualified hunters other than a 
recognized hunt meeting’ were barred. 


Toolbox went into the lead just past the fifth 
fence, raced along with his running mate over the 
seventeenth jump. Then Jockey A. Magee turned 
him loose, and Toolhox cantered to the finish six 
lengths in front of Crooning Water, with speed 
in reserve. Montpelier’s Homesteader (156) was 
third, two lengths farther back, and G. H. Bost- 
wick’s Long Shot (145), the only other starter, 
was fourth, about a quarter-mile farther back.

$600, $250, $100.

Toolbox has had an unusual history. He was a 
fairly good performer at two, winning three of his 
14 starts. He won the Maryland Futurity, but 
was disqualified for fouling the runner-up. He 
was cut down in the race, and it was at first 
thought that he would have to be destroyed. He 
recovered, however, and when the dispersal sale 
of the horses in training of the Labrot stable 
was held, in May, 1935, he went to Mr. Mellon for 
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$1,000. He was not raced at three. He raced 
again at four, won two of his three starts at 
recognized meetings. His record, as shown by the 
statistics prepared by Daily Racing Form, in- 
cludes 22 starts, eight wins, three times second, 
once third, $6,100 earned. But he has also won 
a number of races at hunts meetings, not included 
in these statistics. This season he has won four 
out of four starts and $1,295. He started in 13 
races at hunts meetings last year, won 10 races, 
finished second twice, and was unplaced only ina 
race which became a farce when Toolbox and 
four others were left at the start of a nine-horse 
race. In 1936 he won 11 straight races. 

Toyshelf did not race. She also has produced 
the winners Glen Burnie (10 wins), Ironbound, 
and Toytime. She was sister to Shuttle, dam 
of the stakes winner Commuter and grandam of 
the stakes winner Dunlin Lady. Shelving is also 
dam of Sash (dam of three winners) and Shanty 
(dam of six winners). Shilda also produced the 
winner Lady Irene. 


Marica's Sussex Handicap 


Until Thomas D. Taggart’s Marica lasted to 
beat the staying Count Arthur at 1', miles at 
Keeneland last October, she had been considered 
chiefly as a sprinter, at best a middle-distance 
mare. But when she came up for the Sussex 
Handicap ($10,000 added, 3-year-olds and up, 1', 
miles) at Delaware Park July 9, she was an even- 
money favorite, despite her top weight of 125 
pounds. Coupled with her in the betting was 
James Cox Brady's War Magic (3-y-o, 110), as 
both horses are trained by Howard Oots. 

Marica did not give her backers much anxiety. 
She was off in the lead, with her running mate 
second for the first quarter-mile. War Magic 
dropped out of it thereafter, and Marica sprinted 
into a long lead. Esposa (117), which was near- 
est her through the backstretch, exhausted her- 
self trying to get to the leader, tired and fell 
back. In the stretch T. J. Healey’s Tatterdemalion 
(117) got through on the inside, made a deter- 
mined bid. But Marica responded to Bobby Dot- 
ter’s drive, and though she was losing ground at 
the end, she won by a half-length. Three lengths 
farther back third place went to Belair Stud’s 
*Isolater (116), with Mrs. J. V. Stewart’s First 
Alarm (107) fourth, a nose behind the Blandford 
horse. Esposa and War Magic followed in order.

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MASSACHUSETTS 
Suffolk Downs 


ITH a program of seven claiming races and 

a stakes event which was reopened to get 
enough starters to make it a good betting propo- 
sition, Suffolk Downs closed its 57-day meeting 
on July 9, with the records showing a consider- 
able increase in attendance, a negligible variation 
in the daily average betting, as compared with 
1937. Suffolk Downs had two meetings last year, 
with a total of 54 racing days. Attendance aver- 
aged 13,376 daily, betting $387,830 daily. This 
year, complimentary tickets were circulated most 
iiberally, and attendance swelled to an average of 
17,683 daily. The betting average was $389,747. 
Since the current season included three more days 
of racing, the turnover was up $1,352,501, for a 
57-day total of $22,215,552. 

For the track, the meeting was thus a consid- 
erable success. The racing offered was not up to 
the quality in previous years, and the support 
showed a dangerous slump as the meeting drew 
near its close.

lad (108), a Jock colt, was third, a length and 
a half farther back, with Ebony Blue fourth. In 
order followed Briery (104), Solvit (111), and

Heather Time was second in her first start, won 
the following five, and has earned $12,295. She is 
the first foal of Heatherland, which raced un- 
placed at three. Last winter Breeder F. A. Car- 
reaud offered her to Kozinsky Brothers for $3,- 
000. A. E. Silver, at that time training for the 
Kozinskys, was sent to inspect her. Though he 
recommended her highly, his employers refused 
her. So Trailer Silver bought her himself. 

Heather Time is the first stakes winner from a 
Crusader mare, is Time Maker’s first stakes win- 
ner since Time Supply. Time Maker stands at the 
Rockridge Farm of David N. Rust, Jr., at Lees- 
burg, Va. *Highland Mary II raced unplaced at 
two and three in England. She was the first foal 
of her dam, has also produced the winner High- 
land Lane. Ishtar won Chesterfield Nursery, 
Great Foal Plates, and also produced the winners 
Cuttlefish (Zetland Stakes), Artistic (Manches- 
ter Autumn Breeders Foal Plate, Harewood, 
Singleton Handicaps), and Uags. 


Breakage to Twenty Cents 


Judge Francis J. Good, of Suffolk Superior 
Court, ruled July 5 that the method of comput- 
ing breakage at Suffolk Downs is legal. The 
track computes odds to $1, takes the odd pen- 
nies. A member of the New England Anti- 
Gambling Association, contending odds should 
be computed to the betting unit, had sued to 
recover $2.70 for a show ticket on which the 
track’s price was $2.60. 


Trainer Van Ree Fined 


For assaulting Trainer John W. Carter of Lex- 
ington, Ky., Trainer Alfred E. Van Ree was fined 
$200 in Springfield, Mass., district court July 9. 
Van Ree’s counsel said the assault occurred in 
“an ordinary brawl.’’ According to District Ai- 
torney T. F. Moriarity, the cause of the dispute 
was a fixed race that failed to come off. 

Later Agawam stewards announced suspension 
of Trainer Van Ree, referred the case to the State 
Racing Commission for further action. 


Forfeitures 


Stewards at Suffolk Downs announced July 7 
that Trainer William Irvine and R. A. Stack 
had been fined $100 each for ‘misconduct and 
practices detrimental to the best interests of 
racing” and that Trainer M. Harris had been 
fined $50 for making a false statement to the 
stewards.

Lawrin Bows Out 


On July 6, when Woolford Farm’s Lawrin was 
taken from his stall for his regular gallop, he 
was lame. Examination showed that the Ken- 
tucky Derby winner had bowed a tendon, and 
Trainer Ben Jones said that the horse would be 
given a long rest.

Coldstream Stud Yearlings 


AST year Coldstream Stud sent 10 *Bull Dog 

yearlings to Saratoga, got an average of 
$6,640 for them. This year the C. B. Shaffer es- 
tablishment has catalogued 12 yearlings for the 
sales, one by Jean Valjean, the other 11 by *Bull 
Dog. On looks the 1938 crop is beyond compari- 
son ahead of the group sold last year. There are 
five colts, and every one looks like a potentiai 
stakes winner. There are seven fillies, and they 
are as handsome a group as the remarkably suc- 
cessful head stallion at Coldstream has sired. The 
veteran Jim Forsythe had them in grand condi- 
tion, and with the exception of one splint—and 
that apparently harmless—there is hardly a blem- 
ish on them. 

The four sons of *Bull Dog are all exception- 
ally good, but even among these there is one that 
stands out, the big, showy son of Fleeting Mo- 
ments. This is one to take the eye the momeni 
he arrives on the scene. He stands perhaps 15.1, 
is well balanced, has a good, collected walk. He 
has an excellent middle piece, with as sloping a 
shoulder as one will find, and very strong quar- 
ters. The legs are clean, well set on, with good 
bone. He is smoothly finished, with an extra- 
ordinary amount of quality and style. 

None of the other three *Bull Dog colts is as 
big, but all are very good, and all are in the type 
of *Bull Dog’s best get. Each stands and walks 
well, has a lot of substance and quality, shows 
great driving power. The Luscinia colt, probably 
the smallest of the colts, is blocky and powerful. 
The Wild Waters colt is smart, very well bal- 
anced, a trifle lighter in build than the others. 
The son of My Lava is compact and very strong. 
These splendid individuals, along with the fillies 
in the consignment and a few other good ones 
offered by other consignors, indicate that *Bull 
Dog will be the No. 1 sire of the Saratoga sales 
or very near it. 

The one other colt in the Coldstream consign- 
ment, by Jean Valjean out of Tiger's dam, Star- 
less Moment, is also excellent. A little lighter in 
build than the *Bull Dog colts, he is very racy 
and well finished, with the strong quarters of his 
good sire. 

Among the *Bull Dog fillies, as with the colts, 
there is not much telling which will pan out the 
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most gold as a racer. One of the best is the 
daughter of Live Time, by High Time, a good- 
sized, flashy, well set up filly, a little more rangy 
than the average *Bull Dog. The Boursecamp 
filly is more on the type of her sire, compact, 
strong, smooth, energetic, with the most express- 
ive head and eyes among the fillies. The daugh- 
ter of *Lady in Grey is good-sized, rangy, high- 
strung, a little less fine in quality than the oth- 
ers, apparently better built for distance tests. 
The first foal of the good mare Fiji is medium 
small, good-boned, big-jointed, short-legged, and 
a powerhouse, not so handsome as the others, but 
a good one. The Aloof filly will be one of the 
favorites with prospective buyers; she is well 
made everywhere, has a brisk, elastic, impressive 
stride. Misleading’s daughter is good-sized, ro- 
bust, well balanced, generally good, probably one 
of the tops. The Brookdale filly is blocky and 
strong, smooth and well put together.

C. V. Whitney Yearlings 


Yearlings from the C. V. Whitney farm at 
Lexington will be offered for sale at Saratoga 
this year for the second time. In 1936 Mr. Whit- 
ney sold 24 head at Saratoga. Last year he sold 
his yearlings privately and at the Lexington 
fall sales. This year’s group is far better, on 
appearance, than that of 1936. Among the 
twenty-odd colts and fillies which will be offered 
are a number of excellent prospects, several of 
them suggesting first-class racing possibilities. 

Two cf the colts will be tremendously inter- 
esting to those who inspect them at Saratoga, 
and before. One is a big chestnut colt by Equi- 
poise—-Beaming, which looks like Dauber, and 
the cther is a bay colt by Pennant—*Call Girl, 
which looks like a whale of a horse. The colt 
out of *Call Girl (sister to Call Boy) is from 
the last crop of foals sired by Pennant, whose 
present crop of 3-year-olds, got when he was 
23 years old, includes Dauber, The Chief, and 
Flying Lee, two top colts and a top filly. The 
writer has seen a few yearlings with more finish 
and style, but none with more strength and sub- 
stance, none that appeared more purposefully 
shaped for the business that lies ahead of him. 
He approximates 15 hands in height, has a good 
big body on moderately short legs, has excep-

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tional muscling fore and aft, withers prominent 
and thin, very well sloped shoulders, a wide- 
jowled, masculine head, and the well set on, 
good-boned legs that will be necessary to sup- 
port the speed he looks to be capable of de- 
veloping. 

The colt by Equipoise out of Beaming (dam of 
three stakes winners, High Glee, Bright Plum- 
age, Black Look) is perhaps a little above 15.2, 
is rangy, with great scope, has a good long 
neck, excellent withers and shoulder, the long 
leg muscles of a good stayer. He will develop 
more slowly than the other yearlings, but has 
splendid possibilities. 

The Halcyon—tTransit colt is small, compact, 
strong, well balanced, with much quality. The 
Equipoise—Air Fleet colt is medium small, blocky, 
well collected, smooth, wide and strong in the 
quarters. The son of Peace Chance and Gosling 
is medium-sized, very solid, short-backed, with 
much driving power and good-boned legs, one of 
the best made of the consignment. *Pharamond 
II's colt out of Summer Day is rough and medium 
light in build. The High Time—Plaid colt, half- 
brother to Universe, bred by Miss Elizabeth 
Daingerfield, is small, short-legged, medium 
light, very well set up. The Halcyon colts out of 
Enactment and Friarbell are blocky, quick, strong 
in the quarters. One of the best-looking colts is 
the big-bodied, smoothly finished son of Peace 
Chance and Matinee Girl; this is an excellent 
type. The only son of The Porter offered is out 
of *Aporoma. He is short-legged and generally 
follows the type of his sire. 

Among the Whitney fillies are several very 
good ones. The smartest-looking thing among 
them is a little bay daughter of Halcyon, the first 
foal of the good stakes winner Motto, by *Sir 
Gallahad III. Very handsome and spirited, this 
young lady appears to have ability as well as 
looks, and probably will bring a price out of pro- 
portion to her inches. She probably will be 
marked excellent on all scorecards at Saratoga. 
The Whichone—Last Song filly is rangy, medium 
light, and very well set up, looks like developing 
into a good 3-year-old. The daughter of Peace 
Chance—Prudent is compact, strong, with excel- 
lent legs, and on looks is one of the tops. The 
Equipoise—Rueful filly is another outstanding 
prospect, well balanced, strong, with good quality 
and much substance. The daughter of *St. Ger- 
mans—-Avenger is yet another top prospect, 
blocky, good-bodied, very strong, and well fin- 
ished. 

The Haleyon—Thais filly is short-coupled and 
stout. The Peace Chance—Purr filly is generally 
light, rangy, with good legs. The daughter of 
Whichone—-Eagle Flight is well balanced, me- 
dium small, a little plain, but all right. An- 
other Whichone—-Meetme filly is light and rangy, 
and like many yearlings by this good sire, is 
fairly plain in quality. 

Kenneth Kane, who handles the horses at the 
Whitney farm, is trying something of an inno- 
vation for Saratoga yearlings. Each of the colts 
and fillies is being bitted, equipped with a sur- 
cingle and side reins, and given a few minutes 
of exercise daily on a longe line. Thus they will 
be turned over to buyers well muscled up, and 
with the first stage of breaking and training

About a mile from Winchester, Ky., is the 


Fairholm Stud of R. A. Fairbairn, who has 
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paced, or rather outpaced, the Saratoga market 
for the last two years. In 1936 Mr. Fairbairn 
sent up eight head, averaged $6,862.50 with them, 
led the averages. Top price was $18,000; one 
other colt reached that figure during the sales. 
Last year Mr. Fairbairn’s nine head averaged 
$8,100, included the two top prices of the sale, 
the $26,000 *Sir Gallahad III colt which Warren 
Wright bought, and the $25,000 colt by the same 
sire, which John D. Hertz took. 

It may be that no one will equal that average 
or those prices this year, but the nine head con- 
signed by Mr. Fairbairn this year will certainly 
do well, and it is not beyond possibility that his 
average may be the highest for the third consecu- 
tive year. His four colts and five fillies are all 
good. 

Most attention will center on the *Sir Gallahad 
III—One Hour bay colt, brother to last year’s 
$25,000 yearling, half-brother to Split Second and 
three other winners. He is a rather compact, 
strong individual, standing perhaps 15.2, with a 
well made shoulder, strong bone, powerful croup, 
wide gaskin. A chestnut colt by Hard Tack from 
the 5-year-old Toro mare Torietta, is about the 
same size, is a very stylish sort, with plenty of 
substance. He is exceptionally well balanced, has 
a lot of quality. Pictures of these two appear in 
an advertisement in this issue. *Sir Gallahad 
III’s son out of Countess Time is a big bay, about 
15.3, very powerful and with exceptional quality

Early in July, a son of *Sun Briar earned | 
a medest purse, but one which was suffi- | 
cient to credit the sons and daughters of | 
the Kilmer foundation stallion with earn- | 
ings of over $2,000,000.

Of his sons, no less than 15 are listed in 
the 1937 records as sires of winners, and 
it is noteworthy that two, Pompey and 
Sun Flag, are on the “Twenty Leading 
Sires” list. At the end of 1937, Pompey, 
Sun Flag and Sun Edwin had already 
sired the winners of $1,332,438, with Sun 
Beau’s progress steadily increasing. To 
date, 26 of his 32 youngsters to race have 
been winners. 

*Sun Briar will be represented in the 
Saratoga sales ring by 5 colts and 6 fil- 
lies, on Monday night, August 8. They 
make a uniform, typical *Sun Briar group. 
It was only a year ago that J. A. Estes of 
THE BLOOD-HORSE said “his get are of very 
high class, on the average, and they last 
well. I should like to see the blood of 
*Sun Briar even more generally distrib- 
uted than it is, as it is obvious he is a 
powerful factor.”

One of the best individuals in the lot is the 
black filly by *Alcazar (from the first crop of 
that very good stayer) out of Dancing Dora, by 
*Sir Gallahad III out of Minerva (dam of Wise 
Fox, Faireno). This is a medium-sized, big- 
bodied, short-legged filly with strong forearms 
and gaskins, an excellent type for racing and 
later for breeding. There is also a bay daughter 
of Gallant Fox and Minerva which is _ solid, 
strong, and quick. She bears the marks of an 
encounter with a wire fence, but the injuries are 
superficial. Another good daughter of Gallant 
Fox is the chestnut out of Cozy Time, which is 
strong, racy, round-quartered, on good long legs. 
The Gallant Fox--Bonnie Maginn filly is good- 
sized, powerfully muscled, wide-forked, with 
rauch substance and good quality. 

The Gallant Fox—-*Tetra Lass filly has plenty 
of size and substance, has a suggestion of the 
speedy conformation of her maternal grandsire, 
Tetratema.

The lot which W. B. Miller is taking to Sara- 
toga from Greenwich Stud is another which 
should improve on last year’s average.

The Greenwich yearlings, like many others I 
have seen this spring, show the effects of the good 
grass season, for there is not a light-boned one 
in the lot.

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bone and powerful muscles. His shoulders and 
withers are good. The Jack High—-Primerole 
colt is tall, about 15.3, is lengthy, well muscled, 
energetic. The Display—-Exempt colt is brown, 
is a sturdy, rather close-coupled yearling, quick 
and alert. His shoulder is well sloped, the entire 
forehand strong and well moulded, the croup high 
and powerful. 

Of the three fillies, preference goes to the Hard 
Tack chestnut, out of the Ultimus mare Pond 
Lily, which has already produced five winners. 
She is a strong, rangy, masculine type, walks 
very well, has good quality. She has a good deep 
chest, clean legs. The other two are daughters 
of Ariel. Queenly Way’s chestnut is a quick, racy, 
close-coupled miss, with very straight hind legs, 
powerful hindquarters. The brown out of Nyanza 
is a sister to Maeriel, is a rather fine, lengthy 
sort, with good gaskin, high withers. 


Horace N. Davis 


Last year Horace N. Davis took seven colts, 
three fillies from his Blue Grass Heights Stock 
Farm to Saratoga, averaged $1,200 for them. 
This season he again has 10 lots, evenly divided 
between colts and fillies. But despite the fact 
that he has fewer colts, more fillies, this year’s 
yearlings should average higher, for they are 
a well made group of yearlings. Seven of the 
group are by *Cohort, whose best known son is 
Roman Soldier. The crack performances of 
Charlotte Girl this year should help the fillies. 

Best among the colts in the writer’s opinion is 
the bright bay son of Lucina, by *Light Brigade, 
thus bred much like Roman Soldier. He is a 
good-sized, powerful colt with a lot of quality. 
He has a straight leg, strong gaskin, good croup. 
The forearm is good too, and he should stay. His 
cam has produced three winners. The *Cohort— 
Pennant Girl colt is a trifle smaller, nearly as 
good, but of a faster, more compact type. Elec- 
tro’s son by *Cohort, a half-brother to the La- 
tonia Derby winner Thibodaux, is smaller still, 
should race early. He has good musculature, es- 
pecially behind. A Flag Pole—Smart Set bay 
colt, with clean legs and powerful hind quarters, 
and a flashily marked head, and a big smooth 
sturdy colt by Mate—Bogie, with a good shoulder 
and deep chest, are the other colts. 

Four of the fillies are *Cohort’s. The Rail On 
filly, sister to the good Spillway, and half-sister 
to Tearout, is a very racy miss, with rather short 
cannon, good croup. She will mature early, has a 
lot of energy. The Mina Over filly is longer, more 
rugged, stronger. Her legs seem good, her gas- 
kins are specially strong. Emancipate’s daugh- 
ter is also racy, perhaps a bit light, may win first 
of the lot. The Czycle filly is rangy, with good 
bone, stands with her hocks straight and well 
apart. Tulane Maid has a daughter by Okapi, a 
lengthy, strong filly, with very good forehand, 
plenty of bone. 

Also at Mr. Davis’ farm are two fillies owned 
by Mrs. M. Y. Kaufman. One which is certain to 
command a high price is the Black Servant bay 
filly out of the grand producer Kippy, whose 
colt sold for $10,000 last year. She is a close- 
coupled, strong type, good all around, looks as 
good as her pedigree. The other filly is a chest- 
nut by *Twink—Sox, a fast, early-maturing type, 
with a rather short cannon, and good muscles 
above the knee. She is good behind, her gaskin 
being exceptionally wide and muscular.

One of the most successful of the smaller 
breeders in Kentucky is Charles Nuckols, whose 
Hurstland Farm is near Midway in Woodford 
County. This year he is offering four colts and 
a filly for Saratoga buyers, and without qualifica- 
tion it is a splendid consignment. 

The colt by Jack High out of Gay O’Mar is a 
flashy, smoothly turned youngster, full of energy, 
always anxious to be on his way. He is very 
substantially constructed, has strong muscles, 
good bone. The Flying Heels—Facetious colt is 
another showy, smart individual, likely to start 
winning early, like many of the get of his good 
young sire. It is easy to visualize this youngster 
being a stakes winner by this time next year. 
The Hi-Jack colt out of The Baroness is built for 
speed. He is well balanced, smooth, substantiai, 
especially well developed about the withers and 
shoulders. He has a grand, expressive head and 
eyes. The colt by Gallant Sir out of Struggles, 
by Fair Play, is compact and smooth, with an 
especially good forehand, a short back and big 
middle piece. 

The filly in the Nuckols group, by Wise Coun- 
sellor out of the Blandford mare *Heterodyne, is 
racy and medium in build, like nearly all Wise 
Counsellors, but has a smartness about her that 
is not so common to the breed. She has a fine 
feminine quality and an impressive lightness of 
action. She is well muscled, is wide-forked, gen- 
erally geared for speed. For racing and breeding 
this filly should command much attention.

Ott, J. J. Greely, Jr., F. P. Letellier, S. W. Ward, 
Mose Goldblatt, F. Swain, F. C. Podesta, David 
Straus, C. H. Ferguson, J. Hodgens, C. Hyde Smith, 
C. Porter, C. P. Reilly, C. E. Stewart, A. B. Jones, 
J. M. Goode, W. D. Covington, R. J. Runnels, 
Baylor Hickman, J. T. Weaver, O. Clelland, J. R. 
Jones, and George S. Morris, the Kentucky State 
Racing Commission, at a meeting in Lexington, 
July 9, repealed the open claiming rule which was 
in uniform operation all over the United States, 
substituted an old rule providing that a claim can 
be made only by the owner of a horse in the race 
from which the claim is made. 

Another action of the commission was to make 
penalties mandatory for violation of the rules 
against stimulation. Under the new rule, when a 
saliva test proves positive, a first offense is pun- 
ished by a 60-day suspension, a second offense by 
indefinite suspension. 

The commission also approved action previously 
taken in substituting the old rule providing a 
weight maximum of 100 pounds for the rule adopt- 
ed last spring and providing a 103-pound mini- 
mum. 

A trainer's license was granted to Harry Stutts, 
who was ruled off the Turf in 1926 for participa- 
tion in a ring which operated a manipulation 
scheme. Jockey Grover Noel and Trainer Tommy 
Devereux were the first of the original eight ruled 
off to be reinstated. In April, 1937, the commis- 
sion modified the 1926 ruling to permit R. D. 
Williams and Harry Stutts to attend races in 
Kentucky, but denied them licenses. In April 
of this year Williams was reinstated, given a 
trainer's license. Four jockeys remain ruled off. 


GENERAL ITEMS 


Pompoon is reported to be improving steadily, 
may start again at Saratoga. 

R. Varner, riding at Hollywood Park, lost his 
apprentice allowance on July 8. 

Pari-mutuel turnover at Arlington Park July 
4 was $768,538, the crowd was estimated at 45,- 
000. The play cn July 4 in 1937 was $737,845. 

Apprentice Albert Siler had his first mount at 
Longacres on July 9, riding Weeping Waters. He 
is 17 years old, is from Springfield, Mo. 

A threatened refusal to allow horses to stable 
at Suffolk Downs and race at Rockingham Park 
did not materialize, and Manager C. F. Adams 
said last week that his track would accommo- 
date whatever horses came. 

Trainers of the first four horses to finish in 
the races at 1!5 miles or more at Thistle Down 
will receive awards ranging from $50 to $10. 
Purses will be graded according to distance and 
claiming price. 

New Hampshire was one of the states to reject 
the 103-pound weight minimum. But on opening 
day at Rockingham Park, lowest actual weight 
was 105 pounds, a burden carried by only two 
starters. Of 51 starters, 41 carried 110 or more. 


No winner had less than 110. On the second day 
two horses were assigned 101, one 103. All three 
were fillies or mares.

At the end of 
the first six months of 1937 he was first with a 
lead of about $70,000 over Man o’ War. At the 
half-way mark this year Fair Play is in front, 
with a lead of about $70,000 over Sweep. Man 
o’ War is in third place, about $2,500 behind 
Sweep. (Actually Man o’ War is now in second 
position, due to the victory of War Minstrel in 
the Stars and Stripes Handicap July 4, but the 
figures given below include racing only through 
June 30.)
